Carson City – The Thomas J. Scully Praeceptor Carissimus Award from the University of 

Nevada School of Medicine was awarded to Dr. Jacob Manjooran, Senior Psychiatrist with 

Southern Nevada Adult Mental Health Services (SNAMHS) in Las Vegas.  The award 

recognizes someone who has precepted and mentored students and residents, serving as a role 

model for teaching, clinical practice, and service.  In addition to working with medical students 

and first year residents, Dr. Manjooran’s role at SNAMHS is providing direct patient care. 

 

Praeceptor carissimus is Latin for “beloved teacher.” The annual award is named after a former 

dean of the medical school, Dr. Thomas J. Scully. As an original faculty member of the 

University of Nevada School of Medicine, Dean Scully oversaw the transition of our school from 

a two-year program to a degree-granting four-year institution in the late-1970s.
